'the prayer has been extra long. Lack of 
time could and did force the busy priest to 
race distractedly over the words, none of 
which could be omitted. As of January first 
this is now changed. Devotion and con- 
venience have been reconciled. The priest 
may linger and savor what he reads,—the 
prayers and psalms, the short lives of the 
saints and the homilies on the gospel, the 
last being neat sermonettes written usually 
| by early Doctors of the Church. 
) The Holy Father is aiming at quality, 
not quantity, in prayer. Lay Catholics can 
learn that lesson. Christ Himself warned: 
“Do not multiply words as the Gentiles do, 


for they think that by saying a great deal 
they will be heard.” And he added a sample 
of prayer, the Lord’s Prayer, in English 
fifty three words, in Latin forty-nine. 

The Holy Father himself is deeply 
prayerful, and he thinks what he prays. 
Every sunny afternoon when well, he takes 
about an hour’s walk in the Vatican Gar- 


dens, but his walk is a fervent prayer. He

bg OU may have seen in the newspapers recently the pice 
tures of two medical missionaries released from communist 
China. I can still see the emaciated features, the dull, staring 
eyes telling of agonies that are beyond our power to imagine. 
These kindly souls had left America on a mission of Christian 
mercy. They went thousands of miles overseas to a country 
that was strange in language, customs, and outlook on life. 
They took this journey as a gesture of faith, bringing religious 
truth as they saw it to those who knew not Christ. 

Now they are returning, broken in body and wounded in 
spirit. They. gave kindness; in return they were imprisoned. 
They sought to win the souls of men; they were accused of 
being agents of a foreign political power. Their mission was one 
of mercy and healing; their reward was a charge of treason. 
Surely we see in this story a capsule picture of the challenge 
that our age faces. When mercy is considered treason, truth is 
classed as a lie, and good is called evil, we are indeed faced with 
a monstrous perversion of human nature, a denial of every ideal 
that civilized man has cherished. 

It is fitting that we examine once again the bitter realities 
of our time. What happened to the two kindly souls is not an 
isolated incident. Over a billion human beings, our brothers and 
sisters under God, are in danger of a similar fate. 

We must never forget the names of Cardinals Mindszenty, 
Stepinac, and Wyszynski, of Archbishop Beran, and of our own 
Bishop Byrne of Washington and Bishop Ford of New York, 
and of thousands of other Bishops and priests, Religious and lay 
people, too numerous to list here. We should never overlook 
the millions of silent martyrs, some slain, others imprisoned or 
sent to slave labor camps—all because they believed in God 
and stood steadfast for their religion. When we think of these 
sufferings, we should be shocked by the prancing and postur- 
ing of communist leaders as they tour the world, receiving 
heroes’ welcomes. What has happened to the world today when 
such monstrous evils are so easily forgotten and so readily 
overlooked? ; 

The leaders of the communist world are not trying to de- 
ceive us in regard to their attitude toward religion. They state 
openly that the conflict with religious faith is a war to death. 
They are cynical enough to practice some toleration at certain 
times, to cultivate some church leaders while persecuting 
others, and even to seek to use religion as a tool for imperialist 
gains. But they do not hide their long-range plans. Those who 
are deceived about the essential conflict between communism 
and religion are self-deceived. 

I think that most of my fellow Americans will agree with

The Successors 


of St. Peter 


A ccorpinc to a Reuters dispatch, 
the 17th Christmas Message of Pope Pius 
XII was broadcast to the Church in 28 
languages, from the 24th to the 28th of 
December. 

This is again a vivid reminder of the 
fact that ours is the one and only universal 
Church, embracing all nations, all lan- 
guages. Originating on the shores of the 
North Sea, Protestantism never got much 
farther than Northern Germany, Scandi- 
navia, and the British Isles. It is an Anglo- 
Germanic aberration, brought to this coun- 
try by settlers from the Old World. 

Can one imagine, for instance, the 
Lutheran Bishop of Berlin or the Arch- 


' bishop of Canterbury obliged to speak in 


28 languages for the benefit of his com- 
muniecants? Hardly! German would be 
enough in the one instance, English in the 
other.

When discussing Church History, our 
Protestant friends are always embarrassed 
by the Papacy. Since the time of St. Peter, 
the Bishops of Rome have always presided 
over the Christian Church. Nor is the 
Papacy a myth, its origins lost in pre- 
history. It’s there—like the Alps—the old- 
est dynasty in Europe. It can’t be argued 
away. The succession from Bishop to Bishop 
is carefully documented. All the world 
knows the name of each Pope from Peter I 
to Pius XIJ—262 of them. You'can find the 
list in the World Almanac. 

How then can the Protestant historian 
approach the matter without losing face? 
If he describes the facts—that Christ made 
Peter head of the Church, that Peter ruled 
from Rome, that his power was handed on 
to each successor—to admit these things Is 
to cut the ground from under his own po- 
sition. For if Pius XII is the legitimate head 
of Christ’s Church, then every conscientious 
Christian should be a Roman Catholic. 

The usual Protestant explanation of the 
Papacy falls back on a sort of evolution: “It 
just happened that way. The Holy Ghost 
had nothing to do with it. It’s merely co- 
incidence—the working together of natural 
causes.” 

No doubt most such historians are in 
good faith. There are two sides to every 
question—the right side and the wrong 
side, and they have been nurtured all their 
lives on the wrong side. They attack the 
facts with the prejudice that, come what 
may, the Pope is an usurper. Then the facts 
must be manipulated to fit that hypothesis. 

The “evolution” theory appears plaus-~ 
ible at first glance, but only at first glance, 
for a closer examination soon shows that 
it doesn’t hold water. 

Take, for instance, the missionary ac- 
tivities of thes Holy See. It was Pope 
Gregory the Great who sent St. Augustine 
to evangelize England. That was in 597, 
St. Patrick was consecrated Bishop by the 
Pope and sent to: Ireland in 432. SS. Cyril 
& Methodius were sent from Rome to the 
Slovak countries of Central Europe—all of 
them keeping in close touch with the Holy 
Father, all of them using the Roman lan- 
guage, the Roman ritual, the Roman vest- 
ments. 

How is one to explain this missionary 
zeal of the Bishops of Rome? Why was it 
always Rome that was the powerhouse, and 
not Madrid, or Lyons, or Alexandria? 

Generally, in Protestant written his- 
tories of Christianity, we are asked to 
swallow some statement such as. this: 
“Gradually the other Bishops of the West 
came to look toward Rome and accept the 
authority of the Papacy.” 

It is quite like saying that “Gradually 
Secretary Dulles came to accept the au- 
thority of President Eisenhower,” or “Am- 
bassador Luce finally decided to recognize 
the White House.” 

But let us dssume, for the sake of

To think that of all the Be 
Bishoprics in the Church, only Rome should Fe 
have been blessed with 262 first-rate ex. fe vi 
ecutives, that through 1900 years all the 
Popes have kept a clear eye and a firm 
hand on the reins—that is asking too much Fe 
in the natural order. i 

There have been and are many dio th 
ceses in the Church larger than Rome-+ fF 
medieval Winchester was richer, as are fe 
New York and Chicago today—yet no other fe 
diocese has ever thought of declaring her- 
self the capital of the Church. ‘ 

It is usual to throw a little dust in the Be 
eyes of the reader by dwelling on the fy t 
careers of individual churchmen such as St Be ‘ 
Augustine, St. Ambrose, St. Jerome, et al. mo 
This takes up space that would otherwise §@ 
have to be spent on the phenomenon of the 
Papacy, and if cleverly handled it can put 
across the vague idea that, somehow, these 
gentlemen were not Roman Catholics as wé 
understand the term today. . 

Yet all the great churchmen of the first 
centuries were staunch in their devotion 
to Rome. It was St. Augustine who first 
used the now classic phrase: “Rome has 
spoken—the case is closed.” St. Ambros 
coined the aphorism, “Ubi Petrus, ib 
Ecclesia”—“The Church is to be. foun 
wherever Peter is.” And, of course, 5t. 
Jerome was a personal friend of Pope 
Damasus. It was he who commissioned 
Jerome to translate the Bible.

The State Should Not 
Be Hostile to Religion

b REEDOM of conscience—freedom of religion—how 
vital these rights are to our way of life! : 
no accident that religion was the first of the 
es mentioned by our founding fathers in our Bill of 
ts. The long history of religious persecution convinced 
them of the need for explicit guarantees in our Constitution 
to protect freedom of religion and other basic rights. 

Nevertheless, the Constitution, as adopted, contained 
no express safeguards for the freedom of religion. But the 
Bill of Rights was adopted shortly afterwards to protect 
from government interference the conscience, the spirit, and 
the minds of men. Its First Amendment provides in part: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

Our courts have construed the Bill of Rights in a way 
intended to give freedom of religion the broadest scope that 
could be countenanced in an orderly society. The Supreme 
Court, in decision, emphasized that “both religion and gov- 
‘rnment can best work to achieve their lofty aims, if each 
is free from the other within its respective sphere.” 

While the federal and state governments are forbid- 
den from meddling in religion, however, the question has 
been raised frequently in recent years whether they are 
also barred from cooperating with religious authorities and 
‘sisting our religious way of life. Does our Constitution re- 
quire that the state and religion shall be alien to each other 
—to be hostile, suspicious, or unfriendly to each other? Ob- 
“iously it does not. 

We are a deeply religious people whose institutions 
presuppose a Supreme Being. We have chaplains in Con-

Precisely because these movements offer the social 
mneans through which Catholic couples can think, pray, and 
work together in an uninhibited atmosphere of common un- 
derstandings, they produce such a refreshing, personal ex- 
perience of group solidarity. In reality, members of th 
Catholic minority can never feel entirely “at home” when 
mixing in an alien, secular culture. Consciously or uncon- 
sciously, they ar : 

nderstanding and shared beliefs. They tend to avoid sub- 
jects involving religious values in their conversation al- 
though these values lie just beneath the Surface of most life 
activities. On the other hand, in the intamacy of group meet- 
ings among themselves, minority members feel “at home.” 
They have the exhilarating experience of recapturing their 
tegrity as mature followers of Christ. 


IN THE THIRD PLACE, family movements respond to 
@ special need of Catholics as members of a minority religious 
group. We have indicated that Catholics must work out their 
own adjustments and adaptations to social changes affecting 
the family. They can best do this by pooling their experience 
and by clarifying their thinking through counsel and dis- 
cussion. These movements are well designed to produce 
workable solutions. First, they represent the cooperative ap- 
proach of priest and laity. This is necessary because every 
practical program is a conclusion based upon value premises 
as well as upon social facts. | 

Hence, a practical family program must be developed 
from the pooled experience of couples (social facts) and the 
careful application of values (the work of the priest). Of 
course, couples understand values and priests are not ignor- 
ant of social facts, but many of the problems now facing the 
Catholic family are so complex and novel that their solution 
calls for the cooperation of “experts” if a workable program 
is to be developed. Since the couples dre sensitive to the 
social facts as they experience them, and the priest is trained 
in the application of moral and ascetical principles, together 
they can develop a program which is workable in terms of 
the current situation. 

FURTHERMORE, through participation in family move- 
ments, couples are joined together in presenting a united 
front against attacks on their family standards. Individual 
families no longer feel that they are bearing the impact of an 
alien culture alone. They know that other families in like 
circumstances are meeting the same problems in a Christian 
manner. This helps them counteract the steady, subtle pres- 
sure to conform, to do as others do, which modern society 
exerts in so Many ways. 

To summarize, then, family movements respond to 
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A real apostolate can exist among the 
rough and tumble struggles of the political 
world, whether it be on the Senate floor or 
down in the precinct in an aldermanic elec- 
tion.

Here is the profession which determines 
whether there is war or peace in Morocco, 
violence or quiet in the schools of Mississippi, 
rape or safety on the streets of Chicago. 

The challenge of the profession is tre- 
mendous: to make all places tranquil so that 
man is free to multiply his talents and pursue 
the Will of God. The opportunity is also tre- 
mendous: to succor the downtrodden and the 
needy, to help shape the minds of men to 
know justice, to seek justice for themselves 
and demand it for other men at all costs. 

The man who has chosen politics for his 
profession, battling the ancient order, working 
to help the wonderful old town realize its 
full and magnificent destiny, raising a family, 
trying to mould a life in the choked streets, 
overcrowded schools, deteriorating apartment 
buildings, comes to feel the need for three 
tools. 

The first tool is competency. To meet the 
challenge, to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to serve others, you've got to be good 
at your profession. 

The second tool is discipline. To get 
things done, you've got to do intelligent plan- 
ning for all sections of your life, and then 
follow those plans. 

The third tool is holiness. To serve 
others, day in and day out, you’ve got to have 
a lot of help from somewhere outside your- 
self. ,

Later 
when Christ begins to work miracles and 
to teach the great crowd, the refrain is 
“How does he come to his learning?” “Is 
he not the son of Joseph whom we know?” 
And the citizens of Nazareth feel left out 
and challenge Him to work in their midst 


the signs and wonders they heard He had 
worked in Jerusalem. 

Apparently in the thirty years at 
Nazareth Christ had in no way distinguish- 
ed Himself or called attention to Himself, 


He was the dutiful son of Joseph and Mary. 
He did carpenter work to the satisfaction 
of His customers, or did He have to put up 
with disgruntled clients, people who would 
put in an order and then cancel it on some 
pretext or other after it was all done? 
There may have been some who never paid 
their bills and did He have to go to the dif- 
ferent homes to claim the hard-earned 
money so that Joseph and Mary had enough 
to live on? 


in the simple home there was bread to 
be baked, water to be drawn from the vil- 
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lage well, grain and olives and wine t 
bought. He worked no miracles to Nofle 
the strain on Mary or Himself. The mir- 
acle of Nazareth is indeed the fact that 
Christ restrained Himself from exercising 
His. miraculous powers when there was so 
much misery around Him, so much poverty 
and ignorance. We know that He astound- 
ed the doctors of Jerusalem at the age of 
twelve when He was momentarily lost in 
the temple, but we have no such incident 
recorded about His attendance at the svna- 
gogue school at Nazareth. ‘ 
The great task of Christ at Nazareth 


was to sanctify family life, work life, stue- 


dent life and the simple pleasures of every 
day existence. The Gospel says that “He 
grew in age and wisdom before God and 
men.” It really tells the whole story. He 
went through all the growing pains that 
every child has to experience in order to 
become adult. He had to learn to walk and 
to talk; He had to learn table manners and 
all the niceties of Jewish legal purifica- 
tions. The difference was: that He really 
wanted to do it with the great purpose in 
mind of doing the will of His Father. 

I have always thought that Christ’s an- 
swer to Mary in the Temple: “Did you nut 
know that I must be about my Father's 
business?” could be interpreted: “Did you 
not know that I had to return to Nazareth 
for another eighteen years to live the life 
of a common citizen and worker, so why 
are you worried about me?” The difference 
was that Mary and Joseph had gotten so 
used to Christ being a nice little boy, obe- 
dient to the least whims and wishes of His 
mother and His foster father that they had 
to be reminded that now when He was ap- 
proaching His adulthood, He was doing it 
on His own initiative, not merely on the 
orders of His parents. 

Parents and educators, wage-earners 
and professional people have every reason 
to be hopeful and proud of their station in 
life. If Christ taught us nothing else by 
His thirty years of faithful dedication to the 
common life, it was that it is a very ex- 
alted vocation, dignified by the Son of God, 
who lived every phase of it and sanctified 
it through His Incarnation. 

In becoming man, Christ assumed 
every aspect of human nature including 
these commonplace roles of the child, the 
young man, the student, the young worker, 
the family man and the citizen. To the 
people of Nazareth He was just simply the 
son of Joseph and Mary, just that described 
Him to perfection, 


] T is a very good plan 


for us parents to try to 
remember back to the 
time when we were in our 


teens. We will realize that 
we were problem children 
Once. We will recall what 
Our attitude toward our 
parents was and how we 
acted toward them. We 
will recollect how we felt 
about what they did and 
said to us, 

If we carry out this 
thought-experiment hon- 
estly, we will perhaps be 
able to gain a little wis- 
dom in dealing with our 
Own children, for the 
teens bring in a state of 
affairs that bewilders us. 
Our children have always 
been on. our side against 
all comers (except for 
occasional short periods of 
rebellion). But now all of 
& sudden they are on the 


other side: there is a gulf 
opening right in our 
home. 

If we look at this diffi- 
cult period purely from a 
parent’s point of view, the 
child seems to be just im- 
possible. He (by saying 
he I don’t mean to say 
that boys are worse than 
girls in this period. Far 
from it!) is impolite, un- 
cooperative, sullen, re- 
sentful, and seems to go 
out of his way to hurt us, 
And we can’t see why. 
Therefore we in turn are 
inclined to lose our 
temper, to feel hurt, to 
cherish a smouldering re- 
sentment. 

But here is where re- 
membering our own ado- 
lescence helps us. We 
didn’t feel that we were 
being difficult; our par- 
ents were doing that. We 


were misunderstood, nag- 
ged, laughed at and de- 
nounced, interfered with, 
treated like babies, etc. 
And that feeling toward 
our parents, that sense of 
being persecuted, was just 
as strong in us then as our 
feeling of frustration and 
irritation toward our 
children is strong in us 
now. The life of our pres- 
ent teenagers is hard too. 

The period is hard, and 
sometimes unhappy, for 
all concerned — parents 
and children. We long for 
their love that doesn’t 
seem to be given any- 
more; but they are also 
longing, you may be sure, 
for our.love that from 
their point of view we are 
no longer giving them, 
Thus there is bewilder- 
ment for everybody. This 
being true, let us push 
aside self-pity and think 
out how the situation 
must .be handled. They 
are not old enough to rise 
above their feelings, but 
we are. Therefore we 
have the job of bringing 
good sense into the situa- 
tion. 

Good sense will keep us 


from losing our temper 


and from nagging and de- 
nouncing. It will also 
keep us from such unfair 
practices as making their 
loyalty to us an issue:

“Please, Dear, do this for 
my sake.” This is hitting 
below the belt and is good 
grounds for resentment, 
Our teenagers are at an 
age when our regulating 
of them must be based 
upon good reason, not 
upon our feelings for them 
or their feelings for us. 

With quiet firmness we 
must try to show them 
that. conduct, theirs and 
ours, must be based upon 
principles that are above 
both of us. A certain line 
of conduct is to be follow- 
ed not because we say so 
but because it is God’s 
will: and we must show 
that what is God’s will is 
also reasonable. 

This means that we 
must be very careful that 
what we tell them to do 
really is good and reason- 
able. A command given in 
haste is likely to be given 


without much thought and | 


can very well turn out, on 
further deliberation, to be 
somewhat foolish. When 
that happens we would do 
a lot better, and would be 
showing more respect for 
the right, by admitting 
our mistake and changing 
the command. But we 
would be doing better 
still if we thought the 
thing out before giving 
the command in the first 
place. It is God’s author- 
ity, the authority of right, 
that we are bound to up- 
hold, not our own. 

No matter how much 
good sense we use, how- 
ever, relations will be 
rather tense a good part of 
the time, for our teen- 
agers are generally too 
young to exercise much 
good sense themselves. We 
will just have to endure 
the tension, love them 


even more, and offer it ag 
our part in the Passion. 
And we must remember 
that they too feel the ten. 
sion and grieve over jt. 
Although they would not 
admit it, they do lony fo, 
the good old days when 
they were our comrades, 
when they and we were 
on common ground most 
of the time. 

But that common 
ground and that comrade. 
ship is not completely 
gone. Every once in a 
while there are flashes of 
it—the smile of friend.

The Fathers (e.g., Sts. Jerome, John 
Chrysostom, Cyril, Athanasius, Basil) are 
the supreme exemplars of this best sort of 
gee: They were, as Father M. F, 

oal, D.D., translator and editor of this 
work, holy hence responsive to the Holy 
. Spirit, close in time and tradition to the 
Apostles, devoted students of the Scrip- 
tures, harmonious in view, and raised their 
voices at a time when the Church “faced a 
darkness, a universal reign of evil, such as 
has never since existed.” 

For all the profundity of their spirit- 
uality and erudition, the Fathers were very 
simple in their address to their people, 
These sermons are direct, crystal-clear, 
easily intelligible, and they. have a savor 
which appeals to the learned and the simple 
alike. They open up the Gospel to every- 
one, and open up everyone to the power of 
the Gospel. 

This work is offered as a model for 
preachers today. It has no peer. It is also 
ideally suitable for spiritual reading. One 
could make at least a week’s spiritual read- 
ing, for example, of the material presented 
for Quinquagesima Sunday: first the Sun- 
day Gospel, then parallel passages from 
other evangelists, then the exposition of 
every word as found in the Catena Aurea 
of St. Thomas Aquinas, and lastly six homi- 
lies in their entirety. 

. Patristic Homilies on the Gospels 
should at once become a standard and basic 
element in any Catholic library, indeed in 
any Catholic’s library, and should be in 
daily use. 

HESITATIONS 

One is a bit startled to see emblazoned 
on a dust jacket “RONALD KNOX In Soft 
Garments.” A- flat impossibility, that. But 
one quickly discovers that the book dressed 
in such a garment is not an expose, but 
In Soft Garments by Monsignor Ronald 
Knox (Sheed and Ward. $3). 

It is not a new book. Comprising con- 
ferences given to under-graduates at Ox- 
ford, it was written piecemeal between 
1926 and 1938. I bought a copy of the Eng- 
lish edition 14 years ago. Time has not 
staled its contents, and an American edi- 
tion at this time is a happy inspiration, 

In a preface, Monsignor Knox ex- 
plains, “I have tried to deal, unprofession- 
ally, with some of the hesitations that most 
naturally occur to us Catholics, when we 
compare our intellectual commitments with 
the current thought of the present day.” 
Thus, the subjects considered include some 
of the familiar arguments for the existence 
of God and the contemporary objections to 
them, primitive religion, Christ, . the 
Church, miracles, morality, marriage. 

The style is informal. The idiom and 
examples are those of the audience ad- 
dressed (although one wonders whether 
everyone in that audience instantly under- 
stood the word “labefactation”). Wit and 


humor are in play. Topical references are . 


numerous. But all this is seasoning and 
garnishing for the meat, requiring chewing, 
of which each conference consists. The 
touch is light, but there is weight in what 
it helps impart. 

REMOTE PREPARATION 
Sweetly grave is the tone of Monsig- 
nor Roman Guardini’s Meditations Before 
Mass (Newman. $3). The title may sug- 
est a series of meditations to be used just 
fore celebration of, or assisting at, Mass. 
Actually, the book, translated by Elinor C. 

Briefs, is a more remote preparation. _

\WHEN Our Divine Lord was going up to Jerusalem for 

the last time with His Apostles, the Gospel tells us: 
“And still Jesus led them on, while they were bewildered : 
and followed Him with faint hearts.” The Cross acted 3 ahs 
like a magnet to Our Lord, but to the apostles it acted 
like a strong wind blowing them in the opposite direction. 
What a gulf there was between His thoughts and theirs. 
He pushed on forward; they lingered back. He goes first; 
they come next. The Lord never asks anyone to go into 
the City of Sacrifice but that He leads the way. 


This is a picture of most of us. We love Our Lord too 
much not to follow Him; but we drag our feet when we see 
Him drag a Cross. Fear of sacrifice is what makes us linger 
back. The battle with the flesh was as keen in the apostles as 
it is in us. But let us not be discouraged. .These same apostles 
who fell behind and walked reluctantly, were later on to be the 
ones who would follow Him to death; and Peter, who tempted 
Him away from the Cross, would ask to be crucified upside down. 


We need not doubt our discipleship because we are 
afraid to make a sacrifice, or fearful that if we cut into our 
capital to spread the love of the Cross in Japan or India, 
that we will not have enough for the future.

Famous Americans 


James 


Shields 


J AMES Shields was born 
im Ireland in 1806 where he 
was educated by a priest. At 


the age of 20, he came to > 


America and settled in Ili- 
nois. 

Here he taught until he 
became a lawyer. He also 
was an officer in the Black 
Hawk War. When the United 
States declared war on Mex- 
ico James Shields was ap- 
pointed a General in the 
American army. A painting 
of his exploits in this war is 
preserved in the Capitol 
Building in Washington. 

After the war, Shields be- 
came governor of the Oregon 
Territory, then a Senator 
from Illinois, and later a 
Senator from Minnesota. 

He was a General in the 
Civil War, and when peace 
came was elected a Senator 
from Missouri. Thus he had 
distinction of 
representing three different 
states in the Senate. 

Senator Shields died in 
Iowa in 1879. During his life- 
time he served both his 
adopted country and _ his 
Church well. His statue was 
placed in the National Hall 
of Fame so that the memory 
of this great American will 
live in the hearts of his 
countrymen as long as our 
nation shall exist.

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This is not to say that they do not ap- 
preciate the artistry of the torero, because 
this is a thing of beauty in itself. Nor that 
they do not recognize the bravery of the 
torero (the matador) as he goes in over the 
horns to end the struggle, because they do. 
This maneuver is known as the “moment of 
truth” and when it happens you can hear a 
pin drop. It is accompanied by an awful 
silence throughout the whole place. Some- 
body, or something, is going to die and 
everyone knows it. 


But to return to. the spiritual signifi- 
cance: the early stages of the fights are 
occupied with brilliant capework. This is 
man, confident of himself and thinking that 
religion is mostly a matter of show. He toys 
with himself and temptation even as the 
torero toys with this vicious half ton bull. 
The second stage is the placing of the 
barbed sticks, known as the banderillas. 
This is man when he discovers that he must 
get a little harsh with himself, perhaps 
perform some penance to tame his unruly 
nature. Included in this stage is the “pick- 
ing’ of the bull with a long spear. It’s done 
from horseback. 


But the bull still lives, is even a great 
deal more treacherous. And so the third 
stage in which the matadoy in his brilliant 
“suit of lights” comes out to kill the bull. 
This is man when he decides that if he is 
going to live for eternal life, then his 
treacherous human nature must die. There 
can be no compromise. Either man triumphs 
or depraved human nature does. It must 
be one or the other. 


The matador in his “suit of lights” and 
with his sword is man clothed in divine 
grace and armed with the sword of salva- 
tion. He is man who had abandoned any 
flighty ideas about surviving life’s tempta- 
tions. He is now the realist who knows he 
“must die unto himself” or be killed. Now 
you know why the killing is called the 
“moment of truth.” Man has now arrived 
at that moment of tremendous decision— 
and the bull fight is brought to a close with 
the killing of the animal, 


Now I ask you—are the Latin Ameri- 
cans savage, or is it that they have a con- 
cept of life and death which is very real? 
Both Manolete and Belmonte, the two 
greatest, said that a man could never suc- 
cessfully become a matador unless he con- 
sidered the bull fight a “spiritual experi- 
ence.” It is a drama of life and death and 
the Latins are realists. As Octavio Paz, 
Mexico’s greatest living poet has said: Love 
of life, if it is truly profound and far-reach- 
ing, implies love of death. The two are in- 
separable. A civilization which denies death 
ends up by denying life. Perhaps this is why 
so many from North of the border find a 


revulsion in the bull fight. 


As to the alleged cruelty present in the 
bull fight, we slaughter thousands of steers 
every week in our nation’s big packing 
houses—and there the animal admittedly 
doesn’t have a chance. But in the bull fight 
he does. As a matter of fact he’s bred for 
the fight and will attack anything that 
moves. Even the fact that blood is drawn 
before he is killed is in his favor. Aside 
from lowering the horns it is done to pre- 
vent the bull from going blind in his fury— 
a sort of cerebral hemorrhage would take 
place. And if a matador bungles a kill he is 
roundly jeered, sometimes dismissed from 
the ring. . 

- Even if it were cruel, we Americans 
are still the world’s champion viewers of 
blood and gore in our TV, movies and read- 
ing, to say nothing of the bloody prizefights 
which we stage week after week for mil- 
lions of radio and TV fans. Protests against 
these exhibitions get nowhere in the U. S. 
This will conclude my reports on Mexico 
for this time.

We have noted before how timely 
s the analysis of communism written 
by this great Pontiff. Although the 
hocument is nearly twenty years old, 
t can still be read with immense 
profit today. And one of its finest

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ain da hs some of the arguments of 
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ing im 
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iruggle tor Men’s Minds

gravity of the secrets betrayed, but 
also because of the respectable nature 
of those who preferred communism to 
their own country. These men were 
scientists, university professors, and 
others of real standing in their com. 
munities. | 


PROCESS STILL CONTINUES 


The process of winning over mis- 
guided idealists still continues. And 
it is far more dangerous to the secur- 
ity of the world than most of us real- 
ize, Our country is inclined to under- 
estimate the power of the intellectual. 
We call such persons eggheads, or 
ivory tower professors. But in the 
brains of ‘such scientists was born the 
fearful weapons of modern war—the 
ultimate weapons of fission and 
fusion. In wide areas of the world, 
men of learning are the real leaders 
of their nations. This is particularly 
true in nations newly freed from co- 
lonial status. It is in these very areas 
that the power of communism is 
growing with sobering speed. 


By concentrating almost exclu- 
sively on the economic, military, and 
political menace of communism, we 
have been able to counter its threats 
of this type. We have reached a 
stalemate, with the result that our 
fears of war have lessened. Yet at the 
same time we feel that somehow we 
are losing in the struggle with the 
communist world. While we patch a 
leak here and a trickle there, a flood 
wave of sympathy for communism is 
sweeping many parts of Asia and 
Africa. We are baffled and bewildered 
as our best efforts seem to fail. ) 

Could it be that we are failing 
because we have conceived the strug- 
gle too narrowly? Are we fighting 
with nineteenth-century weapons of 
diplomacy a twentieth-century battle 
of ideology? Do we talk in terms of 
material wealth and military power, 
while our opponents monopolize the 
powerful slogans of justice, peace, and 
equality? Are we addicted to showing 
power, letting the communists speak 
of ideals? The answer to all these 
questions, I fear, is yes. And therein 
lies the secret of our frustration to- 
day. We are outmaneuvered and out- 
gunned in the very area where our 
strength should be the greatest. By 
default, we have permitted the 
enemy to use our choicest weapons. 

If the real war today is the strug- 
gle for men’s minds, we need badly 
an agonizing reappraisal of our policy 
and tactics. We face a total conflict 
between two ways of life. In such a 
conflict, the old distinctions between 
the internal policy of a nation and its 
foreign conduct are completely un- 
real. The leaders of communism are 
offering a total package. It is true that 
their advertising is deceptive. The 
contents of the package are quite dif- 
ferent from the promises of the label. 
But, in this case, by the time that the 
purchaser knows the truth, it is 
usually too late. He can no longer re- 
turn the package and regain his free- 
dom. 


TELL THE WHOLE TRUTH 


What must be our policy in this 
struggle? It seems simple enough—to 
tell the whole truth again and again 
about communism and compare it 
with the whole truth about the free 
world. Yet it is not so simple as it 
seems. Why? Because we have not 

et dared, as a people, to speak frank- 
y and openly the truth about com- 
munism. We do not hesitate to build

the dust by communism, and we treat 
it as a private affair. 

. Have we lost our sense of indig- 
nation? Are we so self-satisfied, so 
complacent, so preoccupied with en- 
joying our ever-mounting standards 
of living that we blind ourselves to 
cruelty and bitter slavery visited up- 
on our fellow man? Is this the Ameri-« 
ca that fought for the ideals of free- 
dom and independence in 1776, the 
nation that endured the war between 
the states, the people who generously 
responded in the recent World War 
when millions died to overthrow the 
tyranny of a Hitler? Have we been 
iypnotized into a moral slumber? Let 
us all examine our consciences and 
face our duty honestly and openly. 


Please do not misunderstand me, 
I am not pleading that we use ree 
ligion, or medicine, or law as propa- 
ae weapons in a political struggle. 
e do not ask governments to speak 
for the Church or the medical or legal 
professions. But I do believe that the 
American people should speak out, 
through their proper organizations 
and representatives, on the real nae 
ture of communism. We should real- 
ize that. the struggle is total, and not 
merely a matter for governmental ac- 
tion only. And our political authorities 
in turn can report, in a proper way, 
sentiments of the American peo- 
ple... 


But there is another side to the 
picture. If we ask the uncommitted 
peoples of the world to choose be- 
tween our way of life and life under 
communism, we must be sure that we 
can stand the comparison. It is easy 
to say that the communists are out 


and out materialists and that we 


honor God and respect our fellow 
man. But are we prepared to prove 
our point? Suppose that the charge is 
made that our films show that we are 
degraded and sensual people. What if 
we are portrayed as money-mad 
seeking only. material comforts and 
wealth, and blind to the riches of the 
spirit? Have we an answer if a visitor 
who differs from us in race is subject 
to insults because of the color of his 
skin? Can we say for sure that others 
regard us as more idealistic than the 
communists? Unfortunately, the an- 
swer is that many peoples think that 
there is little choice between the two 
systems, 


Let us dedicate ourselves to 
total struggle to help our bruised an 
wounded fellow men, lying by the 
roadside. First, let us storm the gates 
of heaven with prayer and penance, 
asking that God give them strength to 
endure their-persecution, and that the 
day of deliverance be not too far off, 


In the spirit of our Saviour, let us 
also pray for the persecutors. Their 
hearts are blackened by hate. May 
God give them the light to see the 
truth, and the grace to love their 
fellow man. Let us make this prayer 
a definite and regular part of our 
lives, so that we will not forget our 
brethren in need. We should not over 
look the other powerful spiritual 
weapon: penance, Let us gladly em- 
brace the sacrifice involved in livin 
blameless lives. In addition, we migh 
at some set time, perhaps once a week, 
offer to the Almighty some act of pen 
ance and reparation—giving up some- 
thing that pleases us, or offering our 
help to some unfortunate person .., 

At the same time, let us not ne- 
glect the human means that God has 
put at our disposal. Above all, we 
should speak out fearlessly and por- 
tray the struggle for men’s minds in 
its true terms. It is more than the po- 
litical or the military or the economic, 
It is a struggle between those who 
acknowledge God and reverence His 
Name, and as a consequence respect 
the rights of their fellow man,—and

Those ten best films

Come to think of it, I'd probably 
shock most other reviewers if I told you 
that of the thousand or so films I’ve seen 
in the last few years the film I think wiil 
stand up longest as outstanding film fare 
is “The Adventures of Robinson Crusoe.” 


MEET JOHN FITZGERALD 


Inevitably, the kid in the neighborhood 
who grows most rapidly is called “Moose’”’ 
and because John Fitzgerald stretched 
lankily upwards when he was just a kid 
that is what they called him. 

He was the only child God had given 
the Fitzgeralds, but because the Fitzgeralds 
liked children the neighborhood kids hung 
out at the Fitzgerald home. John liked 
writing and when he was in the 7th grade 
he and some other boys started The Cath- 
olic Weekly, produced on a hectograph and 
distributed through the neighborhood once 
a week. John did most of the writing and 
all the typing. 

Even then, when he was just a gang- 
ling junior high youngster, he was writing 
for the school paper at Coyle High School. 
An older boy in the neighborhood had the 
assignment but not the ability so he’d get 
John to write the column for him. It al- 
ways amazed Brother Ronald who couldn’t 
understand why the high school student 
couldn’t put two words together in his class 
assignments but still could turn out an in- 
teresting column for the school paper. 

John Fitzgerald grew up. Maybe he 
grew up most that week when his father, 
who was mayor of his hometown of Taun- 
ton, Mass., was stricken with pneumonia 
and died, leaving John and his mother 
alone. 

John went on to Boston College but all 
the time he was trying to find the place God 
had for him in the world. He didn’t know 
whether he had a vocation to the priest- 
hood, but he thought that he might never 
know unless he tried. So he went to Notre 
Dame to enter the seminary. 

It was there I met John Fitzgerald. He 
was interested in writing and he used to 
stop by my office often when I was director 
of publications at Notre Dame. 

After I left South Bend to come to 
North Carolina, I heard just once from 
John. He wrote to tell me he knew now 
he didn’t have a vocation to the priesthood 
but that he still hoped to serve God and 
God’s Church. | 

Several years went by and then last 
fall Twentieth Century Fox asked me to 
come into New York to see the rough print

There are many students of the 
Constitution who feel that the nation 
is confronted by a constitutional crisis 
more serious than that presented back 
in 1937 when the late Franklin D, 
Roosevelt, as President, attempted to 
“pack” the Supreme Court. 


The 84th Congress is now in session 
and the supporters of the Bricker 
Amendment believe that the present 
Congress may afford the last chance 
to put it through, the theory being 
that no one can foresee or predict the 
complexion of the next Congress, to 
be elected at the coming November 
elections. By a two-thirds majority, 
this session of Congress could vote 
submission of the amendment. Should 
this happen, action in the House is 
likely to be secured. Once submitted, 
the supporters are confident, the 
amendment can be quickly ratified by 
at least 36 of the states, the traditional 
‘states’ rights” of which it will pro- 
tect. 


The key to the success of this 
strategy, if it might be so termed, is 
the position of seventeen Senators 
presently uncommitted. 


If only eight of the seventeen Sena- 
tors will add their support to that al- 
ready assured from a majority of 
other Senators, there will be more 
than the required two-thirds major- 
ity assuring passage of the Bricker 
Amendment in its present form and 
not in the watered-down version cer- 
tain sources have been urging Senator 
Bricker to accept. 

The stake of each and every real 
American in this matter is our great- 
est heritage: constitutional liberty. If 
we want, we can sit back and let the 
eggheads and the _  pseudo-liberals 
maneuver the United States into be- 
coming a party to international pacts 
and other dubious arrangements with- 
out such agreements having to be ap- 
proved by the elected. representatives 
of the people. 

If constitutional liberty means what 
it should mean to us, we should get 
busy and write or otherwise let our 
Senators, especially those on the un- 
committed list, if we live in the States 
they represent, know how we feel.
